NATIVE of Cambridge, and born in the year 1874, 
Dr. E. Markham Пее, musically speaking, has 
more than fulülled the promise of his youthful 
days, when he figured as a prodigy. Starting the study 
of music at a very early age, he has kept pegging 
away—learning, playing, teaching, lecturing, examining, 
condueting, composing—almost without intermission 
ever since. It is not given to every musician to succeed, 
and indeed, to win distinction in so many different 
spheres of labour. Had Dr. Markham Lee elected to 
direct the whole of his energies into one particular 
channel, being content to fill the role of a specialist, he 
would doubtless have served his own interests far 
better; and yet it is doubtful if. he would have served 
others so beneficially and so well, which, after all, 
counts most in the end. Certainly, without the fund 
of incident attaching to his lecturing tours—to mention 
only one phase of his many activities—he would not 
have experienced half the fun in life!

Markham Lee's contributions to the stock of present- 
day teaching material are calculated to warm the heart 
of every tolerant teacher, while at the same time 
strongly appealing to the native human instinct of the 
average pupil who happens to be musically inclined. 
Verily, essayists are often more lovable for their 
condescensions than they are for their virtues; and, 
of all seekers after knowledge, children will be found 
more ready to heed the teachings of а kindly- 
disposed moralist than to respond to the dictates of a. 
flamboyant pedagogue.
